Naugatuck rivers to rise in an alarm­ 
ing manner. 
Between I and 2 o’clock 
Thursday afternoon the water rose 
fourteen feet. 
A terrific rain-storm ac­ 
companied by high winds prevailed at 
Danbury, Conn., and is doing a vast 
amount of damage. The water in Still 
river has risen above its banks and the 
lower floors of factories along its bound­ 
aries aro flooded. In all parts of the 
city cellars are flooded and streets are 
about impassable. 
The school* are 
closed and business is practically sus­ 
pended. 
It is reported that several 
wash-outs have occurred on the New 
York Sc New England railroad east of 
that city. 
A terrific rain-storm swept over the 
Wyoming valley Thursday morning, 
continuing till 3 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. Over one-third of Wilkesboro, 
Pa., is now under water and traffic is 
completely suspended on the street rail­ 
way. The steam-Heating plant is com­ 
pletely submerged and two fire-engines 
have been pumping the water out all the 
afternoon. The gorge in the Susque­ 
hanna now extends from Tunkhannock 
to Nanticoke, a distance of thirty-seven 
miles, and it is feared that the storm 
may cause the river to back up aud 
flood the section from end to end. It was 
rumored that the Tunkhannock bridge 
had been swept down by the torrent, 
but up to a late hour the rumor had not 
been verified. 
A dam at Hibernia, N. Y., on Wap­ 
ping creek, has been broken, adding the 
water of a large pond to the already 
swollen stream. The rush of ice and 
water struck the large iron bridge on 
the Central New England Sc Western 
railroad 
just 
below 
the dam and 
moved it several feet out of line, 
stopping trains. 
An 
iron highway 
bridge was destroyed and part of the 
mill at Hibernia torn away. At Pleas­ 
ant Valley, a few miles below, the peo­ 
ple of the village were driven into the 
second stories of their houses and were 
Gaily able to get about in boats. Two 
or three bridges were carried away on 
the New York Sc Massachusetts railroad 
near Pine Plains. 
People residing in the vicinity of Cape 
Henry were terrified Thursday night 
by the storm. 
Houses swayed aud 
trees were bent to the ground. Many 
Inhabitants gathered their valuables to­ 
gether ready to leave, as every moment 
they expected to see their dwellings 
blown out to sea. The velocity of the 
Wind reached sixty miles an hour and 
was somewhat in the form of a cyclone. 
Early Thursday momingjthe water in 
the Housatonic and Naugatuck (Conn.) 
rivers began rising and by noon seven 
feet of water was falling over the dam. i 
All of the factories were closed down 
at noon and large crowds gathered 
along the river. Fears were enter­ 
tained 
that 
the 
dam 
would not 
withstand the pressure, so Foreman 
Curley 
of 
the 
water 
company 
stationed sentinels along the river at 6 
o’clock and arranged to hare an alarm 
sounded in case of dang&r. At 7:4ft p. rn. 
the gate-house on the west end of the 
long dam began to waver and the dan­ 
ger signal was at once given. Five min­ 
utes after the signal was sounded the 
gate-house was twisted around by a 
large body of pack ice, and this move­ 
ment was closely followed by the giv­ 
ing away of a section of the dam three 
feet in depth and about SOO feet in 
length. J u&t before the dam gave way 
the gauge show ed seven feet ten inches 
of water going over the dam. The 
gong continued to sound and the people 
rushed from their houses amid great 
excitement. 
The immense 
volume 
of water rushed down the river and the 
paper-mill and Albert Daggett’s postal- 
card factory were the heaviest losers. 
Two hundred feet of the Housatonic 
railroad trestle was carried away at the 
same spot as in last week’s flood. A 
pile-driver 
was 
swept 
down 
the 
river 
and two men had to jump 
to save themselves. There is now 
four feet of water on the Derby 
railroad tracks and trains have stopped 
running. 
A number of factories will 
be compelled to close. At midnight 
hundreds of people were flocking to the 
scene, and great excitement prevails. 
So far no serious accidents have been 
reported. The dam, which was built 
in 1870, was 500 feet long and 22 feet 
deep. 
It cost $1,000,000 to build.

I he larger protes- 
feseional schools, like the Columbia and 
Harvard law schools, at the same time 
have lengthened their course from two 
to three years, so that if a man takes all 
hts degrees he is twenty-six or twenty- 
seven before be is equipped for the be­ 
ginning of life's bailie. This is a go^d 
deal later then the age at which the 
men of the past generation started in, 
acd it is cpeD to some question as to 
whether there is not come waste there.

Dozens of tramps and tatterdemalions 
reaped sudden and unexpected harvest 
of eleemosynary quarters aud lunches 
from gaping audiences in the beer sa­ 
loons by detailing individual experiences 
of their own when serving under Lieut. 
This or That in the Eleventh horse or 
the Thirty-third foot. Dozens of Mun- 
chausens woro the reporters’ pencils 
down to the wood with details of their 
harrowing sufferings. Then the edito­ 
rials began, and gravely lectured the 
people on the wrongs of the whole sys­ 
tem—the unrepublican character of an 
army anyhow, the repugnance in the 
American mind to all idea of discipline, 
j Meantime of course The Palladium was 
firing hot shot by tho ton, and new so 
called scandals at Ryan, fresh outrages 
on the helpless and downtrodden sol­ 
diery were the subjects of Mr. Abram’s 
lurid delineations, until it was to be 
wondered at that in their wrath the of­ 
fended public did not wipe the foul blot 
on their civilization from the face of the 
earth. 
It was on Friday evening that in an­ 
swer to certain dispatches he had been 
firing at department headquarters. Col. 
Morris received a message that at least 
put him out of uncertainty. That day 
The Palladium had outdone itself, and 
no one not conversant with the illimit­ 
able faculties of the paid correspondent 
can begin to imagine the heroic size at­ 
tained in its columna by the incident 
briefly sketched in the last chapter;

Hearn, despite the fact 
that he, as member of the guard, was by 
law and regulations exempted from the 
requirement. “In vain did the young 
soldier plead that paragraph 391 of the 
regulations fully excused him. His re­ 
lentless persecutors defied the laws of 
congress, and compelled him to ‘stand 
an I deliver’ for the purpose of adding to 
che indignities already heaped upon him. 
Could the readers of The Palladium have 
heard the low, deep mutterings of the 
men in the garrison this night no mu­ 
tiny on their part need have surprised 
them.” 
Tho editor, too, backed up his corre­ 
spondent in a three-quarter column as­ 
sault on tho ridiculous etiquette of the 
army, “it may bo," ho said, “all well 
enough in the conscripted camps of 
Europe, wnero whole nations are forced 
to service under arms, to exact of the 
rank and file this slavish exhibition to 
superiors, but it is an insult to the high 
intelligence of the soldiers of free Amer­ 
ica that because a beardless boy happens 
to have a strap upon his shoulder thou­ 
sands of scarred veterans should be com­ 
pelled to do hin^ homage. The whole 
idea of the salute is repugnant to the re­ 
publican mind and should be abolished; 
and for that matter, as wo have no fur­ 
ther use for an army, why stop at the 
salute?’’ 
No doubt the ninety-and-nine of Th# 
Palladium’s readers thought their editor 
was sound, and were as opposed to the 
idea of that courtesy which is officially 
declared to bo “indispensable among 
military mea.” as to any exhibition 
thereof in the streets of their own peaco* 
tul and remarkably well regulated me­ 
tropolis. 
B at. Col. M orris lyes 
w ofully 


perturbed about this time. Arter immo­ 
lating Cross and other officers by name, 
as was to be expected, The Palladium 
man had taken to poking ugly little in­ 
sinuations at the post commander, and 
this, thought Morris, was the height of 
ingratitude. He was in no pleasant 
mood when the men came marching up 
from stables, and it stnng him to see 
how cordial everybody was to Hearn, 
who, confound it! was the canso of the 
whole row.

The common counoil will be called up, 
on Monday evening to take action on 
one of the moet important measures that 
bas come before that body since the or­ 
ganization of the city government.

The question will be that of securing 
plans and specifications for a complete 
sewerage system of the city, 
Many of the aldermen, as well as pri­ 
vate citizens, have witnessed with much 
concern the construction of private sew­ 
ers every few weeks, all havmg their 
outlet in the river right in the thickly 
settled or business portion of the city 
They are beginning to realize that this 
should no longer be tolerated, unless the 
people are willing to allow snob disease 
breeding nuisances to longer exist rn our 
midst. 
It is beld that the beat and perhaps the 
only way to stop and prevent farther 
trouble from this source is to establish a 
sewerage system, and then oompel pro­ 
perty owners to construct their drains and 
sewers according to this plan. 
C. E.Wells, an eminent engineer who bas 
bad much experience in building sewers, 
bas been in the city looking over the 
ground and interviewing the members 
of the common council. The resalt of 
his visit will be made known on Monday 
evening when be will be present at the 
meeting, and make a proposition to pre­ 
pare plans and specifications for a com­ 
plete sewerage system of the city. Many 
of the aldermen favor this course. 
Notwithstanding the faot 
that the 
building of sewers in any city is an ex­ 
pensive public work, perhaps more ex­ 
pensive than BDy other single item of 
municipal expense, yet our local law is 
so framed that a system cf sewerage can 
be built by districts at the pleasure of 
the oommon council, thus avoiding heavy 
taxation or the letting of an expensive 
contract in any one year. 
It is urged 
that when plans are approved and adopt­ 
ed that the main sewers should be built 
as soon as possible, and then the district 
lines could be constructed at the pleas­ 
ure of the property owners. 
This question has been before the com­ 
mon council several times, but no deci­ 
sive action has been taken for the rea­ 
son that no civil engineer hss ever been 
secured to advise with the aldermen in 
the matter. 
It is claimed that on Mon­ 
day evening this question will be fully 
discussed, and in all probability some 
definite action taken towards securing 
plans and specifications.
